proclamation of the finding of what 
are said to be the bones of the 
Apostle Peter under the main altar 
of St. Peter’s basilica. 

Roman jubilee years date only 
from the time of Pope Boniface VIII 
in the year 1300, when he published 
his famous bull, Antiquorum fida 
relatio, granting “great remissions 
and indulgences for sins” to all who 
would visit the city of Rome and the 
basilica of St. Peter's. On condition 
that pilgrims would confess their sins 
and visit St. Peter's for fifteen days 
(native Romans for thirty days), he 
promised "not only full and copious, 
but the most full, pardon of all their 
sins” (Cath. Ency. Vol. 8, p.532). 

By this decree of Pope Boniface, 
jubilee years were to occur only once 
every hundred years, but this was 
changed by Pope Clement VI in 1350 
to every fifty years. “Urban VI,” says 
the Encyclopedia Britannica (vol. 15, 
p- 534,) “who was badly in need of 
money, by the bull Salvator Noster 
in 1389, reduced the interval still 
further to thirty-three years.” Pope 
Paul II decreed one every twenty-five 
years. The Holy Year of 1950 will 
be the 25th since the first was pro- 
claimed in 1300 by Pope Boniface 
VIII. 





HEBREW AND ROMAN JUBILEES 

In an attempt to find scriptural 
justification for the jubilee year of 
the Church of Rome, Catholic apolo- 
gists connect it with the Hebrew year 
of jubile as ordained by God in the 
25th chapter of Leviticus. But the 
Roman jubilee year originated only 
in the late Middle Ages, when the 
Church of Rome also decreed its 
principal dogmas, which the Protes- 
tant reformers some two centuries 
later repudiated as unscriptural. Of 
the Hebrew and Roman jubilee years, 
the Catholic Encyclopedia (vol. 8, 
p.532) says: “The same condition, 
Spiritualized, forms the fundamental 
idea of the Christian Jubilee, though 
it is difficult to judge how far any 
sort of continuity can have existed 
between the two.”

Mary, who performed more penances 
and good works than they needed 
for themselves. These excess merits 
and extra penances are added to the 
merits of Christ and poured into what 
is called the ‘Treasury of the 
Church,” to which the Pope alone 
has the key. There is thus formed a 
kind of spiritual banking system, 
where reserves of credit are stored, 
to be dispensed by the Pope, under 
certain conditions prescribed by him, 
to those who do not perform suffici- 
ent penances and good works for 
themselves. 

The power to grant indulgences by 
drawing upon this “treasury” of 
reserve merit is claimed for the Pope 
because Christ said to Peter (Mait. 
16:19): “I will give unto thee the 
keys of the kingdom of heaven .. .” 
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In a Holy Year he dips deeply into 
this “‘treasury’” of reserve credit in 
favor of those who come to Rome to 
gain the jubilee indulgence. Pilgrims 
must go to confession, receive Holy 
Communion, visit during one day the 
four basilicas mentioned above, and 
recite the number of prayers prescrib- 
ed by the Pope. 


IS IT SCRIPTURAL? 


It will be remembered that the 
Protestant Reformation was started 
by Martin Luther’s repudiation of 
this Roman doctrine of indulgences. 
For his attack on indulgences expos- 
ed the falsity of the entire teaching 
of the Church of Rome about salva- 
tion and the forgiveness of sins.

of the loss of eternal salvation. 

If Pope Pius XII decrees this new 
dogma of the Assumption of Mary, 
he will be the first pope to make use 
of the dogma of Papal Infallibility 
since it was defined in 1870 at the 
Vatican Council. One dogma creates 
7 the need for others. The dogma of 
Papal Infallibility was necessary to 
safeguard the dogma of the Im- 
maculate Conception of Mary de- 
qeed by Pope Pius IX in 1854. And 
this dogma of the Immaculate Con- 
eption, which also has only ecclesi- 
astical traditions to support it, is now 
wed as an argument to sustain the 
proposed new dogma of Mary’s 
Assumption into heaven. 


NO SCRIPTURE PROOF 

Belief in the Assumption of Mary, 
though of ancient origin in both 
Greek and Roman Catholic Churches, 
based purely on tradition, legend 
amd speculation. As a consequence, 
the Protestant reformers were oblig- 
@d to reject it along-with the many 
Other: teachings and dogmas of the 
C of Rome that have no evi- 
dence from Scripture to substantiate 
tem. The New Testament is com- 
pletely silent as to Mary's death and 
Burial, and Catholic defenders of 
belief in her bodily assumption into 


heaven are not warranted in applying 
to her the words of Psalm 16:10: 
“Neither wilt thou suffer thine Holy 
One to see corruption.” 

But in rejecting this and other 
unscriptural and exaggerated teach- 
ings about Mary, the early Protes- 
tants were not motivated by disre- 
spect for the mother of Jesus, as 
Catholic apologists unfairly _ state. 
Jesuit Father Daniel A. Lord, in a 
booklet, Our Lady's Assumption, says 
that, “The early Protestants demand- 
ed that Christ be honored by dishon- 
oring His mother,” and that, “They 
claimed that Christ could be raised 
to new heights by dragging down His 
mother to new depths.” 


THE LEGEND 

The traditional story still told to 
Roman Catholics today about Mary's 
death, burial and assumption is 
rather fanciful, and bears the marks 
of having been borrowed in part 
from the Gospel narrative of the 
resurrection of Christ. It is related 
that as Mary lay dying in Jerusalem, 
the Apostles, moved by the inspira- 
tion of the Holy Spirit, journeyed 
from the distant lands where they 
had been preaching the Gospel to be 
present at her deathbed before she 
passed away. That same day they 
reverently carried her body to Geth- 
semane, placed it in'a new tomb, and 
sealed the entrance with a large 
stone. 

But the Apostle Thomas, who had 
to come all the way from India, was 
late. He arrived the day after the 
burial and begged the other Apostles 
to go with him to the tomb so that 
he could for the last time gaze on 
Mary’s face. They went, rolled back 
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the stone and found an empty tomb. 
Where her body had been laid they 
found sweet-smelling flowers in full 
bloom. As they knelt to pray they 
raised their eyes to the sky and saw 
her body being wafted through the 
clouds into heaven. Before she dis- 
appeared from their sight she drop- 
ped her sash to the ‘doubting’ 
Thomas. 


This is the story that may soon 
be made a dogma of Roman Catho- 
lic faith. Speculation and _ pious 
sentiments are all that can be added 
to sustain it. It is held that Mary’s 
body was unique among all the 
bodies ever formed, that her soul had 
never been touched by the breath of 
sin, that it was her blood in the veins 
of Christ that was shed on Calvary 
for man’s redemption. It is argued, 
therefore, that it would be repug- 
nant to think that Christ would have 
left her body to corrupt in the grave. 
Her body is compared to the Ark of 
the Covenant that was regarded as 
untouchable by the Jews. 


Protestants intend no dishonor to 
Mary by rejecting this and other 
unscriptural teachings about her as 
dogmatized by the Roman Catholic 
Church, and which are made essential 
in order to obtain eternal salvation. 
As the mother of Jesus, Protestants 
hold Mary in very high esteem, for in 
her was wrought the great miracle of 
the Incarnation. In the words of the 
angel Gabriel (Luke 1:28), she was 
“highly favoured” by the Lord and 
“blessed among women.’ 


Yet, according to Scripture, Mary | 


was most humble, and knew she was: 
a sinner in need of a Saviour. She 
referred to herself as a “handmaid of

Beaudet and the Rev. Leonard 
Redlawn, both ordained Catholic 
priests, had been received as communi- 
cants of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. 


Father Beaudet was born in Woon- 
socket and was ordained on May 30, 
1931, in the Cathedral of SS. Peter 
and Paul in Providence, R. I. He 
served first as curate at the Church 
of the Presentation in Marieville, and 
was curate for seven years at St. 
Aloysius’ Church in Woonsocket. 
Father Redlawn was formerly a 
Franciscan priest. 


As reported in the Providence Eve- 
ning Bulletin, the announcement was 
first made in a Sunday morning ser- 
mon, broadcast over WFCI, by Rev. 
Harold L. Hutton, rector of St. Paul’s 
Episcopal Church in Pawtucket. The 
story was also told by Rev. Francis 
B. Downs, rector of the Episcopal 
Church of the Epiphany in Providence, 
at his three services that same Sunday. 
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In making the disclosure, both 
ministers referred to the publicity 
given the week previous to the con- 
version to Roman Catholicism of Rev. 
Paul Van K. Thomson, rector of St. 
Stephen’s Episcopal Church in Provi- 
dence. 


Seldom is so much publicity given 
to the conversion of Roman Catholic 
priests to Protestantism. Nor did the 
spokesmen for the Episcopal Church 
in Rhode Island seek any undue pub- 
licity or propaganda in this case. They 
made the announcement to offset the 
publicity given to the conversion to 
the Roman Catholic Church of Rev. 
Mr. Thomson. It was only fair to 
show that fer the one Episcopal min- 
ister who joined the Roman Catholic 
Church, two Roman Catholic priests 
had become Episcopal ministers.

plete the magnificent robe which Pope Pius 
XII will wear this Christmas Eve at the 
Opening ceremony of the Holy Year of

The robe, as described by an AP News- 
feature, is composed of a mantle and a 
mantlelet, the mantle portraying a pedestal 
with a column supporting the world, and 
the mantlelet a reproduction of St. Peter's 
Dome. 


The designer of the robe, Antonio San- 
tomauro, director of an Italian school spec- 
ializing in sewing and embroidery, is 
famed for his skill in drawing mantles for 
participants in official ceremonies. Santo- 
mauro calls the robe the Mantle of Peace, 
or the Anti-Atomic Mantle.

Spain are taught about 
Protestants was illustrat- 
ed in a pamphlet re- 
cently published in 
Madrid and _ entitled 
The Protestant Farce. According to the 
Christian Century of last September 14, the 
pamphlet is a publication of the ‘Spanish 
Catholic Press Apostolate,” and bears the 
official endorsement of Roman Catholic 
Church authorities. Here are a few ex- 
tracts from the pamphlet as quoted in the 
Christian Century: 


“The Protestant propaganda is being car- 
ried on with British money in Madrid and 
elsewhere by four worthless fellows who 
believe in Luther about as much as they 
believe in Mohammed, but in reality live 
comfortably and want to pocket their money 
in order to feed the pastors’ wives, the 
bishops’ wives and the rest of their women 
. . . Protestantism, which is decaying in the 
lands of its origin, serves nowadays only 
as a bridge te unbelief and godlessness . . . 
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In what does the service of the pastor ¢ 
sist? Only in this, that he is paid in poug 
or dollars. . . . That is why you will 
for him in vain at the altar, at the deathbep 
or at the difficult work of teaching. But jm 
will see him, arm in arm with his wile 
promenading on the avenues or at 
theater . . . A few days after Luther's Wj 
had her marriage blessed, the poor wom " 
became a mother. What a coincidence! Gib 
vin, who also was a priest and an apost , 
from the faith, was convicted of infam 
morals. He was branded by the hangma 
for crimes against nature... The Protestay 
nations know that the introduction of the 
sect among us would be the strongest tg i 
in their hands in order to dominate us, Bf 
cause this would be the quickest way ® 
make the Spaniard lose completely th 
unique character which distinguishes hig 
from other peoples . . . The Protestant 
propaganda in Spain is anti-patriotic, am 
the Spaniard who is no longer Catholic 
becomes Protestant denies, at the same 
time, both God and Spain.” * 

This is.a base appeal to the emotions of 
the Spanish Catholic people to frighten 
them away from everything Protestant. But 
it is also very good propaganda to ket 
them loyal to the Roman Catholic Chur 
and the Franco regime.

lics in the Dixon (New Met 
ico) school case when Disttig 
Judge E. T. Hensley finally ruled, lat 
March 16, that 143 garbed nuns, prices 
and brothers “be forever barred from i 
ceiving any school monies and employmeft 
in the public schools of the state.”

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) Another school case is now brewing in 
New Mexico—this time Protestants are 
bringing suit against Protestant teachers in 
the public school at Lindrith. A Presby- 
tetian elder, Amerill D. Miller, and a Bap- 
fist, Paul Brown, have asked the Sante Fe 
District Court to oust four Protestant teach- 
ers and a janitor from the Lindrith school 
for teaching sectarian and religious doc- 
ttines. It was charged that all pupils were 
obliged to attend weekly prayer meetings, 
that Presbyterian and Baptist texts and pro- 
grams were used, and that the janitor was 
allowed to preach in the classrooms.

Radio Work 


For twelve years Dr. Aldama worked 
with “The Voice of the Andes,” the great 
missionary broadcasting station HCJB 
(‘Heralding Christ Jesus’ Blessings”) in 
Quito, Ecuador, and is the author. of the 
book, From Roman Priest to Radio Evan- 
gelist. It is said that by his work as a radio 
evangelist, Dr. Aldama has brought the 
Gospel of Christ to more Spanish-speaking 
people than perhaps any other man today. 


Dr. Aldama was born in Spain, and en- 
tered a Catholic seminary in Madrid to 
prepare for the priesthood at the age of 
eleven. After his ordination he went to 
England where he served as a Roman Cath- 
olic priest. He was converted in London, 
after which he served as. an evangelical 
missionary in Peru for twelve years.

Two Latin-American countries do not 
allow Protestant radio programs. One of 
these is Peru, the other Argentina where all 
evangelical radio programs were arbitrarily 
stopped by government order last May. 


‘Catholic HE JESUIT magazine 
D vat’ America, of last May 28, 


quotes a Catholic spokesman, 
Dr. George K. Hunton, that, 
“In contrast to the resources of the Catho- 
lic potential, Communism in the U. S. 
shrinks into relative insignificance.” 

Some figures are given to show up this 
contrast: for the ten or twelve Communist 
schools there are 2,000 Catholic - high 
schools, 240 colleges and universities. As 
against 70,000 Communists, there are more 
than 100,000 Catholic educators and teach- 
ers, with 140,000 nuns.

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HE POLITICAL POWER of the 
Roman Catholic Church has 
been greatly increased of late by use 
of the threat of mortal sin if its 
members do not vote in elections as 
directed by their priests and bishops. 


Pope Pius XII set the pattern for 
this new tactic when he made it a 
mortal sin for Italian Catholics not to 
vote in the national elections in April, 
1948, and decreed: “Catholics should 
give their votes only to those candi- 
dates whom they believe, with sure- 
ness, will respect and defend the 
divine laws, the rights of religion and 
of the Church equally in public as in 
private life.” 


The voting for the new German 
republic ii the western zones last 
August was also influenced by a 
pastoral letter of the German Catho- 
lic bishops read in all Catholic 
churches two weeks before the 
elections. The German bishops in- 
structed Catholics to be sure to vote 
for candidates who support “freedom 
of conscience of parents and the 
safeguarding of religious education 
for all children.’ This was interpret- 
ed as favoring the (Catholic control- 
led) Christian Democratic Union 
which gained a clear majority at the 


polls. 


In Austria the same pattern was 
followed before the national elections 
last October 9, in favor of Chancellor 
Figl’s Catholic ‘People’s Party.’ On 
September 11, according to a UP 
dispatch in the N. Y. Times, Aus-

Bingo As A Vote-Getter 


N THE November election cam- ’ 

paign the Catholic Church in New 
Jersey mobilized its forces in support 
of the election of Elmer H. Wene, 
Democratic candidate for Governor, 
because he favored the legalization of 
bingo. A quarter of a million copies 
of a four-page circular, urging the 
election of Mr. Wene for this pur- 
pose, were .printed for distribution 
throughout the Archdiocese of New- 
ark. The circulars were entitled, ““The 
Bingo Memorial of the Constitutional 
Convention,” and were printed at the 
expense of a Catholic layman, Mr. 
James J. McMahon. 


At a meeting of 400 nuns on Octo- 
ber 15, Auxiliary Bishop of Newark, 
James A. McNulty, explained how 
the pamphlet campaign in favor of 
Mr. Wene and other Democratic 
candidates would be carried out. As 
reported in the N. Y Herald Tribune 
of October 17, he told the nuns that 
the bingo issue was important to the 
Church because of the financial ob- 
ligations of schools and school buses. 
“The interests of the Church,’ he 
declared, “would be better served by 
Wene and other Democratic candi- 
dates.”

Announcement by Zoning Adjustment 
Board three days later of changes in its 
tegulations to prohibit use of buildings 
for certain activities which had been 
unrestricted before. 


Appearance of POAU on March 30 
for hearing on our application for ad- 
mission to the building—located in a 
"C" Area District—as a non-profit or- 
ganization. After extensive questioning 
by one member of the Board who 
seemed decidely hostile to POAU as an 
Organization, POAU was denied entrance 
to the building on the grounds that we 
“engage in propaganda to influence 
legislation,” and this was prohibited by 
one of the new zoning regulations. 


Filing of an appeal by POAU—at the 
“Suggestion of the Board chairman— 
under another zoning regulation which 
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admits ‘‘philanthropic” organizations to 
such an area. 

Hearing on the appeal, June 22nd. 
Appeal denied, on the ground that PO- 
AU is not a “philanthropic” organiza- 
tion. 

A glance at the list of owners of 
neighboring buildings in the 1600 block 
of Massachusetts Avenue would convince 
any impartial observer that POAU was 
discriminated against. The Catholic 
Daughters of America, the Daughters 
of the American Revolution and the 
Nationa! Jewish Welfare Board—each 
of which is as much interested in legis- 
lation as POAU—maintain offices on the 
block. (The National Catholic Welfare 
Conference occupies a building on the 
1300 block of Massachusetts Avenue, 
also a “C” Area District.) There are 
only two private residents on the 1600 
block, and neither had any objection to 
POAU as a neighbor. Although nom- 
inally a “residential” block, the other 
occupants, in addition to the organiza- 
tions and the two private residents, are 
embassies, the Rent Control Adminis- 
trator, a “Truth Society,” The Society 
for Crippled Children, and _ several 
doctors and lawyers who have offices 
there. 


POAU will not be stopped by this 
obstacle placed in our path by an unseen 
influence on a local board. A court test 
of the decision is being considered.

HREATENED with serious loss 

of its power from Communist on- 
slaughts in many European countries, 
the Roman Catholic Church is eager to 
gain the good will and support of Prot- 
estants in America. It seems prepared 
even to soften some harsh interpreta- 
tions of its teachings against Protes- 
tants. 


One of these is the centuries-old 
doctrine that no one can be saved out- 
side the Roman Catholic Church. This 
was clearly decreed by Pope Innocent 
III in the Fourth Lateran Council, and 
again by Pope Boniface VIII in his 
Bull ‘Unam Sanctam.’ Pope Pius IX 
reiterated it in his Syllabus of Errors 
in 1864. 


But in present-day America and 
other countries where Roman Catho- 
lics are in the minority, expedient ex- 
planations had to be found by which 
it could be said that there may be sal- 
vation outside the Catholic Church for 
Protestants and others who remain all 
their lives in ‘invincible ignorance’ of 
Roman Catholic teaching. On the oth- 
er hand, the original wording of the 
strict doctrine had to be kept intact for 
the instruction of Roman Catholics, 
lest they should come to think that 
Protestants are right after all, and that 
salvation can be assured by grace 
through faith-and without the sacra- 
ments and rituals of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church.

ina clear definite statement.” He also 
accused the archdiocesan authorities of 
withholding parts of the document 
from Rome. 

It is obvious that Rome does not 
want to be too clear on this isssue. 
On the one hand, it is not expedient to 
insist that Protestants cannot be saved 
at all unless they submit to the Pope's 
jurisdiction. On the other hand, Cath- 
olics must still be taught that only 
those belonging-to the Roman Catho- 
lic Church can be saved. 


The new, revised edition of the 
Baltimore Catechism, in answer to 
question 166, page 129, adheres to the 
old teaching: “All are obliged to be- 
long to the Catholic Church in order 
to be saved.” The exceptions to this 
general rule, given to questions 167 
and 168, still safeguard the dictum, 
“Outside the Catholic Church there is 
no salvation.” Although the answer 
to question 167 concedes that this 
teaching “does not mean that every- 
one who is not a Catholic will be con- 
demned,” it goes on to say: “It does 
mean that no one can be saved unless 
he belongs in some manner to the 
Catholic Church, either actually or in 
desire.” 

This may not make sense to Protes- 
tants. It does not mean that the Ro- 
man Catholic Church now agrees with 
Protestants that salvation is had by 
grace through faith alone.
